TANDARD SIZE 
FOR A BARREL. 


NOW FIXED. BY LAW FOR FRUIT 


first time in history the Federal gov- 
ernment will exerciae its constitutional 
control over the weights and measures 
of the country under a bill agreed to 
today by the House, and which already 
has passed the Senate, establishing a 
standard barrel for fruits, vegetables 
and other dry commodities. Hereto- 
fore all efforts to pass measures 
through Congress for that purpose 
have failed. 

The Standard Barrel Bill, intro- 
@uced by Representative Tuttle pro- 
vides for a berrel with 28 %-inch 
staves and 17%-inch heads made of 
materia] not thicker than four-tenths 
ofan inch. However, any barrel hav- 
ing a capacity of 7056 cubic inches 
will be considered standard. A sep- 
arate standard is fixed for cranberry 
barrels, owing to peculiar problems of 
packing involved. 

Under the law it would be a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of $500 
or imprisonment for six months to 
sell or offer for sale in the United 
States a barrel containing fruits, vege- 
tables or other dry commodities of 
lees capacity than a standard barre! 
or its legal subdivisions. Goods packed

Gathman, the American inventor of 
the high explosive shells Germany is 
using in her monster guns which swept 
away the costly defenses of Liege and 
Antwerp, told a majority of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Expenditures in the 
War Department today he had been 
endeavoring to interest the ordnance 
officiais of the American War Depart- 
ment for many years and had made 
no effort to give his invention to foreign 
governments unti! it had been repeat- 
edly refused by American army offi- 
cers. He charged that the facts had 
been suppressed by the Ordnance Bu- 
reau. 


Gathman said that in tests in 1897 
before American ordnance officers, his 
shell had blown to pieces six and ten- 
inch armor plates when merely leaned 

the steel and exploded. The 
whole theory of shel! fire had been so 
changed by the adoption of high ex- 
piosive shelis in place of armor-pierc- 
ing projectiles, he said, that the coast 
defenses of the United States vir- 
tually were useless because they still 
used the latter type of projectiles. 

Officers of the German army and 
navy, he sald, had informed him that 
armor-pilercing shells had been dis- 
placed on German war vessels years 
ago. It had been demenstrated, he 
said, that armor-piercing shells had 
never sunk a ship. He cited the case 
of the Maria Theresa, one of the Span- 
ish ships beached when she took fire 
after her flight from Santiago. Two 
twelve-inch armor-plercing shells 
had struck the ship and exploded 
in her, yet it was possible to raise her 
and send her to the United States. 
Navy officers had testified, he said, that 
had a high explosive shell struck the 
vessel, “the whole stern would have 
been torn off.” 

Gathman also attacked the coast 
defense mortars on which the United 
State, Ne said, had expended $100,- 


000,000. These, he said, have a 
range of only six miles, use 
only armor-piercing shells, and 


cannot pierce armor at a mile as a 
majority of the blows would be 
glancing.
